When I 
see people proclaiming their own wis- 
dom, and that they and God are a 
majority, and that they don’t work 
with anybody else: wfhen I hear that 
kind of talk, I sometimes think that 
the insane asylums are not large 
enough.

What Has Happened to Ellictt. 

Just what, if anything, has hap- 
pened to General Elliott. commandant 
of the corps, is a matter of uncertainty. 
The changes ordered today were the 
result of a letter from Acting Secre- 
tary Winthrop to General Elliott. Mr. 
Winthrop directed General Elliott to 
make the changes. The concluding 
paragraph of his letter read:

BITTER WARFARE 
ID OVER AT LAST 


Union Labor and Stove 
Founders Sign Treaty. 


As Result of Agreement, Stove 


Founders Withdraw From 
Prosecutions Against Gomp- 
ers, Mitchell and Morrison 
in Contempt Causes. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, July 19.—A peace 
pact of great importance to organiz- 
ed larbor and to the country as well, 
was reached here tonight between of- 
ficers of the American Federation of 
Labor on one side, and members of the 
Stove Founders’ National Defense Asso 
clation on the other. The effect of the 
agreement is to end the bitter war- 
fare between the Federation of Labor 
and the Bucks Stove and Range Cum- 
pahy, of St. Louis. 

Prosecutions Withdrawn. 

The association and the stove com- 
pany, through its representatives here 
announced their withdrawal from the 
prosecutions against President Gomp- 
ers, Vice President John Mitchell and 
Secretary Morrison, of the American 
Federation of Labor in the contempt 
cases now pending against them. 

Samuel Gompers arrived here 
morning and spent the day here. His 
mission in this city was shrouded in 
mystery till late tonight, -when an 
authorized, statement was given out. 

While the prosecutions hanging over 
Messrs. Gompers, Mitchell and Morri- 
son, of the Federation of Labor have 
passed out of the hands of the stove 
which instituted them and 
are now pending in the United States 
supreme court at Washington, repre- 
sentatives of the stove company and 
of the National Defense Association, 
by the articles signed tonight agree 
to withdraw their attorneys from the 
case. 

Whether the appeal of the three men 
from jail sentences imposed upon them 
for alleged violation of an injunction 
shall be fought to a finish in the su- 
preme court is said to rest now with 
Attorney General Wickersham. 

Articies of Agreement. 

The five articles of the agreement 
are as follows: 

1. A conference to be held by of- 
ficers of the labor organizations in- 
volved and Mr. VanCleve within 30 
days of date at St. Louis. 

2. The agreement in regard to wages, 
hours and conditions of employment 
shall take effect 90 days from this 
date, based on wages and conditions 
existing in shops of competitors in the 
city of St. Louis operatining union 
shops. 

3. The labor unions wil! make known 
that the difficulty between the two or- 
ganizations have been satisfactorily ad- 
justed. 

4. The Bucks Stove and Range Com- 
pany will withdraw all suits now pend- 
ing against the labor organizations. 

5. A copy of the agreement wil! be 
published in the journals of the labor 
organizations and displayed in the t!a- 
bor departments of the stove company.

Bank Teller Couldn’t 
Resist Wall Street. 


Sometimes Lowery Won, But 
in the End, He Lost Every- 
thing---Lowery Anxious to Go 
to Prison, Serve His Term 
and Start Over Again. 


Utica, N. Y., July 19.—J. Howard 
Lowery, the young bank teller who 
was arrested in Philadelphia yester- 
day on a charge of embezzling $115,- 
000 from the , Utica City National 
Bank, was brought here today and 
arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Senier. He was held in 
default of $10,000 bail for the federal 
grand jury. , 

Lowery was visited in his cell today 
by the officials of the bank to whom, 
it is said, ne told the story of - his 
wanderings since he left Utica and 
said he was anxious to have the term 
of the®®imprisonment begin as guickly 
as possible in order that he could 
start over ar*® avoid mistakes in the 


future. 
Lowery says he desires no bail and 


wishes to make no defense, as he is 
perfectly willing to make a clean 
breast of it to the officials. He told 
the bank officials, it is said, that he 
tlayed the stock markets alone and 
unguided and sometimes had won. At 
one time, he said, he owed the bank 
but $2,000, having returned all but 
that amount. Soon afterward, how- 
ever, he says ihe lost $12,000 in one 
slump and twice lost heavily by the 
failure of New York concerns. 

When the alleged defalication was 
discovered, on April 27, Lowery said 
he started for Oneida Lake, determin- 
ed’ to end his life. He missed his 
train, however, and went to Syracuse, 
thence to Philadelphia, where he took 
aun outward-bound ship for Port An- 
tcnio, Jamaica. 

He started for Panama but was de- 
terred by a Cuban whose discouraging 
accounts for opportunities for work* 
lee Lowery to return to the states. 

After about a week in Jamaica he 
took passage on a fruit steamer and 
went to Philadelphia, landing there 
with $10 in money. 

From then until the time of his ar- 
rest he had no work of any account. 
When arvesteq he insisted on ga@ing 
home.

Strikers Say That They Only

first twenty-four hours of the strike

The company kept its through pas- 
venger trains moving and 4 good 
many of~ the locals have made 
their trips without incident. The sub- 
urban service out of Montreal has 
been suspended and no attempt was 
made to move freight. 

Vice President Fitzhugh, of the 
Grand Trunk, said tonight that when 
the mails and passenger trains are 
moving without friction the freight 
Lusiness will be taken up. 

“This is not going to be a strike of 
a day or two,” said Mr. Fitzhugh. 
“The company went into it knowing 
what it was facing and is determined 
to see it through to the end. I[t can- 
not afford to lose.” 

Strikers Are Satisfied. 


Vice President Murdock. of the 
trainmen’s organization, says they 
never cayected to tie up the pas- 
sengex service and he points to the 
non-operation of freight trains and 
suburban trains as proof that the men 
have cause for satisfaction over the 
results of the first day of the strike. 

Members of the union claim to have 
information that members ‘of their 
organization in the United States will 
not handle freight cars or passenger 
coaches turned over to their roads by 
the Grand Trunk. 

So far the only attempt made at 
effecting a settlement has been the 
offer of the minister of labor to do 
atything possible to bring about peace 
by means of arbitration, which he 
stggests should be binding upon both 
parties.

Kiev, Russia, July 19.—The expul- 
sion of Jews from Kiev continues at 
the rate of forty-five individuals a 
day. ‘From July 4 until July 15, 497, 
were expelled by what is known as 
the second method, that is, they were 
forced actually to leave town. During 


the same period 1,121 persons were ex- 
pelled by the first method, which, in

Following a recent decision of the 
supreme court, it has been discovered 
that the provision in the charters of 
several municipalities regarding .the 
levy for a local schol tax is nullified 
by reason of the fact that these char- 
ters fail to specify that the tax shall 
be levied after the proposition is rati- 
fied by a two-thirds vote of 
qualified to vote in the election. 
bill which Messrs. McMichael and Bar- 
rett will introduce Wednesday will 
remedy this defect. 

President Turner Talks. 

In discussing this feature of the 
state law, President J. E. Turner, of 
the Fitzgerald public schools, who was 
in Atlanta Tuesday, said: 

“The constitution of Georgia says 
in article 8 on the subject of educa- 
tion, section 4, paragraph 1: 

“ ‘Authority may be granted to coun- 
ties, upon the recommendation of two 
grand juries, and to municipal corpora- 
tions upon the recommendation of the 
corporate authority. to establish and 
maintain public schools in their re- 
spective limits, by local taxation; but 
no such local laws shall take effect 
until the same shall have been sub- 
mitted to a vote of the qualified voters 
in each county or municipal corpora- 
tion, and approved by a two-thirds 
vote of persons qualified to vote at 
such election, and the general assem- 
bly may prescribe who shall vote on 
such question.’ 

“The supreme court recently decided 
that although the mayor and council 
of Loganville in their char- 
ter were authorized to estab- 
lish a public school, yet the charter 
itself failed to specify anything as to 
the election for ratification of the 
qualified voters, ana because of this 
failure to have this provision in the 
charter, the tax levy and collection 
thereof was illegal. We have looked 
into the charter of many towns and 
cities in Georgia and find that well- 
nigh none of them specify anything 
as to the holding of an election for rat- 
ification of the establishment of pub- 
lic schools in such towns and cities. 
For this reason most any taxpayer in 
the majority of towns and cities may 
enjoin the levying and collecting of 
taxes for public schools. 

“Our city has a case just now almost 
parallel with Loganville. Should par- 
ties proceed to enjoin us from levying 
and collecting taxes because our char- 
ter does not provide for this election 
for ratification, our public schools will 
have to be discontinued until the 
meeting of the next legislature in 1911. 
This would be a calamity. Doubtless 
taxpayers in other municipalities 
would follow with injunction. 

“A committee will go to the legis- 
lature early next week in an effort to 
get a bill passed by general applica- 
tion remedying this unhappy situation. 

“We desire in our own local interest 
and in the interest of other towns who 
may be threatened with this same ca- 
lamity, that-you call public attention 
to the needs of legislation to remedy 
the situatfon, and we would greatly 
appreciate anything you can do.” _

ACCOUNT SHORT TIME 


Alabama Mills Are Runnin 
hort Time --- Outlook 
Very Discouraging. 


Montgomery, Ala. July 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)——With the cotton mills of the 
etate on half time, there is a bad con- 
dition of affairs in manufacturing 
lines, and the people who have to de- 
rend on the mills for a living are 
suffering, as they do not, as a rule, 
make more than it takes to keep them 
g‘ing. The Montgomery mills, for 
making yarn, are on half time, and 
the Cordage plant shut down entirely. 
' W. B. Tanner, of the Montgomery 
mills, says that the trouble is that a 
bale of cotton can not be bought and 
manufactured and the cost of it got- 
ten out. With the fluctuations that 
speculation brings about, it is impos- 
sible to figure anything out of the 
handling of it. He is not sure the 
legislation pending to prevent specu- 
ix tion will help, as it is not possible, 
he thinks, to do without the New 
York market exchange, but it is neces- 
sory that some sort of plan be 
adopted to prevent the ever-changing 
ranges.

At a brief and business-like meeting 
cf he Atlanta Bar Association yester- 
da. Sorning resolutions were passed 
favo: “% an amendment to the state 
constitu ‘9n in order to provide for the 
payment cf the $2,000 which was cut 
from the salaries of the judges of the 
superior court by the recent action of 
the supreme court in declaring that 
the payment of the money by the 
county was unconstitutional. 

The meeting was called to order in 
the superior court room by Alex W. 
Smith, president of the bar associa- 
tion,andonmotionof Henry Peeples, 
the president was elected chairman of 
the called meeting. Harvey Hatcher 
was chosen as secretary, after which 
Colonel B. F. Abbott, former prest- 
dent of the bar association and one of 
its oldest and foremost members, 
offered the resolutions which were 
unanimously adopted. 

The resolutions set forth that Ful- 
ton’s four judges sare compelled to 
labor unceasingly and are still unable 
to keep up with the trial of their issue 
dockets; that the nature and charac- 
ter of the business in these superior 
courts is of such magnitude and im- 
portance as to require professional 
talent of the highest order: that the

Every state in Dixie is on the good roads band-wagon. Virtu- 
ally every county and hamlet in Dixie has its special variety of 
that vehicle upon which Progress, with a big P, holds the reins. 

That is the substance of an article from The Manufacturers’ 
Record, reproduced elsewhere on this page. ; 

' The Record, which is the best of authority, digntfies the move- 
ment toward good highways as one of sectional significance, and 
declares the present summer shows no diminution in road-building 
and improving activity. 

Striking instances of state, county and municipal enterprise are 
cutlined, together with a brief review of the energy manifested in 
good roads’ organizations everywhere manifest in the southern 
States. 

A detailed analysis would likely reveal.Georgia in the van of 
a movement that promises to make the twentieth century notable 
in American history. 

The transfer of the felony conyicts to the roadways gave the 
crusade its first great impetus. 

Next came the all-Georgia good roads endurance contest of 
The Constitution last autumn, which brought enthusiasm to a con- 
crete working basis and which kindled activity in districts far re- 
moved from the itinerary of the various tours. 

This year’s “’Round-the-State” contest, the pathfinders in 
which are now on their first swing about the circle, is testimorty 
to the wonderful progress recorded by public sentiment in the brief 
lapse since the first contest. 

The preliminaries to this year’s event, which covers a gigantic 
goo-mile oval within the borders of the state, found hamlets, towns, 
cities and counties on the qui vive in the way of participation and 
cooperation. 

The result is indicated, almost dramatically, in the enthusiasm 
with which the pathfinders are, without exception, greeted. 

These symptoms are, of the surface—spectacular. But they 
point a significance that must impress the most casual observer. 

All Georgia is in the grip of a road-building and improving 
epidemic. At one time the reactionary or hang-back elements in 
various counties could enjoin that fundamental progress which 1s 
expressed in road-building by the exploded arguments against the 
bond method. 

No longer can they do so. 
the efforts of The Constitution and other papers, 
road-building through bond issues is simply road-building on the 
installment plan with conservatism the keynote, and posterity pay- 
ing its just share. 

Thus it has come to pass that today good roads comprise a 
paramount issue in Georgia.

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ORDER OR CHAOS IN GEORGIA’S SCHOOL SYSTEM 


The state of Georgia is each year putting into her school sys- 
tem funds from all sources aggregating five million dollars. 

The manner and method in which the system and the fund are 
administered affect the welfare of every child in the state; they 
affect the destiny of Georgia, which is. builded on the efficiency 
and the equipment of the men and women who tomorrow are to 
rule the affairs and the homes of the commonwealth. 

Bear well in mind these plain facts. 

Now—if any ordinary commercial corporation, charged with 
the disbursement annually of a $5,000,000 fund and the endless 
and complicated detail involved in the adiministration of the state’s 
educational system, depended upon no more businesslike procedure 
than that at present maintained by Georgia— 

That corporation would forthwith go into bankruptcy. 

For these conditions no school commissioner, no public official 
now or in the past corinected with the school system, can be held 
responsible. 

They are fundamental, and the fault of the system itself. Com- 
missioner after commissioner has exposed their danger and dis- 
reputability to the legislature and pleaded for a remedy. Thus far 
none has been forthcoming. 

Today a substitute bill, reported favorably from committee 
and correcting these long-standing deficiencies, has right-of-way 
on the house calendar. It should not be displaced. It should be 
made a continuing order until disposed of, and disposed of in the 
right way, by adoption! 

The measure does not involve the expenditure of a penny. It 
simply provides for the reorganization of the system under which 
the schools of the state operate, introducing order and method 
where now reign chaos and conditions that handicap the best and 
ablest efforts the commissioner and his assistants can put forward. 

Under the prevailing methods, which are the by-products of 
decades of neglect, the prime factor of organization is little less 
than a mockery. The state commissioner's authority and scope are 
so hampered as to make of him hardly more than a glorified clerk. 
The county commissioners are proportionately embarrassed in the 
discharge of their duties. Correlation and coordination are jokes; 
clumsiness, indirection and lost motion are the results. 

The legislation the general assembly must now consider cor- 
rects these basic deficienetes. It makes the so-called board of edu- 
cation an actual and not a hypothetical body. In addition to the 
present excellent class of membership, it places upon that board

men who are specially fitted for and specifically entrusted with! 
this vital feature of the state’s administration. 

The teachers of Georgia favor the measure, as a unit. It was 
practically instituted upon their initiative. They ought to know! 
Four consecutive meetings of the Georgia Educational Association 
have urgently indorsed it. The county school commissioners have 
done likewise. The business men, the parents, of the state have 
given the bill their unqualified approval. 

Conditions under the system now prevailing burlesque the 
progress and efficiency of education in Georgia. They place the 
State almost at the heel of American commonwealths in modernitv 
and intelligence of method. They penalize the chances of every 
child of school age. They jeopardize the material destiny which 
these children will shortly be called upon to fulfill. 

The duty of the legislature is inescapably clear!

This is dealing with the current work of the convention only. 
On the side of permanent progress and stable policy, the duty of 
the representatives of the organized Georgia farmers will be to 
frame a program to insure for the coming year the commensurate 
success of the past year. 

That should not be a complicated or difiicult process. The co- 
operation and coordination of action upon which this great order 
is founded have found Jasting lodgment with the farmers of 
Georgia. They have discovered that in the materialization of the

the same. 

The excessive rains have continued 
for many weeks, consequently’ the 
farmers have been able to do little 
or no work in their crops, and they 
will doubtless be “laid by” in the 
grass.

Banking Labor Ques- 
tion and Crop 
Discussed. 


ews Were 


New York, July 19.—Iistiess atten- 
tion was paid te any news by oper- 
ators in stocks today, and no induce- 
ment was found for taking steps in 
the market that made perceptible ef- 
fect on prices. Dealings were trivial, 
and the narrow vibration of prices and 
the inconstancy of the tendencies wit- 
messed the state of hesitation of in- 
difference. The market was allowed to 
lie fallow for the recuperation of new 
forces and the professional element 
was unable to attract any feeling in 
its tentative transactions. The bank- 
ing outlook, the labor question and 
crop news were dG@iscussed with lian- 
guid interest, and dealings growing 
out of these considerations were often 
rewarded in the course of the day’s 
session. An early. decline was fol- 
lowed by a recovery leaving fractional 
gains. 

Canadian Pacific was rather acute- 
ly affected by the sympathetic influ- 
ence of the strike on the Grand Trunk. 
That occurrence seemed to dominate 
sentiment over the labor question, to 
the exclusion of the agreement ‘be- 
tween the Pennsylvania and its em- 
ployees. Its influence was enhanced 
by the uneasy feeling existing in Eng- 
land over the dispute over wages on 
some of its railroad systems, while 
the French railroads are in the throes 
of a like contention. Reports of further 
Gemands in contemplation by labor or- 
ganizations on the railroads were 
taken as evidence on the extent or the 
settlements still to be effected with 


incidental danger ,or interruption off _ 


operations and the higher cost of op- 
erations and the higher crop advices 
were mixed. Movements in the cotton 
market are accepted as passing phases 
of a speculative campaign rather than 
accurately refiective of the state of 
supply and its promise. The effect of 
the high price level on the textile in- 
dustry and on the expert demand for 
cotton are more regarded for their in- 
fluence on financial and industrial 
conditions. 

Various factors are combinin to 
build up the strength of the ew 
York banking position, but the effect 
on sentiment in the stock market is 
modified by a disposition to look 
askance at the revived movement for 
the formation of currency associa- 
olay such as are provided for in the 
aw of issuance of emergency cur- 
rency. The protestations from treasury 
authorities and from such bankers as 
favor the movement that the time is 
fitting, owing to the absence of any 
present emergency, do not prevent as- 
sumptions that preparation is desired 
for a possible resort to the emergency 
issues this fall. This assumption 
proves difficult to combat by asser- 
tions that the prospect has been clear- 
ed by the strengthening of the gen- 
eral banking position since the March 
reports of the comptroller, by the di- 
minished requirements due to the lull 
in trade activity and by the large re- 
plenishment of the cash reserves in 
process through gold ftmports. 

The United States treasury, also, is 
turning back into the money market 
a lar proportion of the sum collected 
corporation income tax. Heavy 
government disbursements have estab- 
lished again for the New York banks 
on the operations with the subtreas- 
ury since the last bank statement of 
$5,680,000. Currency receipts from the 
interior and incoming gold shipments 
are to be reckoned in addition. 

The time money market is weaken- 
ing under this showing, and the re- 
moval of finance bills from the ex- 
change market allowed a Tecovery 
there, although the discount rate in 
London and in Berlin continued to de- 
cline. 

Bonds were steady. Total sales, par 
value, $955,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.

WHEAT MAKES DROP 
OF ABOUT TWO CENTS 


Good Rains in the Dakotas and 
Cooler Weather Factors 
in the Decline. 


—_—— 


Chicago, July 19. —Appetite for 
wheat, apparently unending of iate, 
was started today. General rain in 
the Dakotas, with cooler weather else- 
where northwest, made holders of 
high-priced grain repent, and trans- 
formed intending buyers into sellers. 
Crop returns from the winter wheat 
cauntry were increasingly favorabie, 
and more than offset bullish news from 
Europe. Closing prices were at net 
Gecline of 1% to 2%. Other leading 
staples all showed a logs—corn % to % 
@% cents, oats \% to %c, and provis- 
ions 7% to 25 cents. 

Prémiums for hard and red winter 
wheat here have disappeared, and con- 
try acceptances were declined because 
of the break in futures. Indiana was 
selling heavily in this market, ship- 
ments to be immediate.. Primary re- 
ceipts were much greater than on the 
corresponding day a.year ago. North- 
western mills reported poor demand 
for fiour, and there was a@ current esti. 
mate that the crop in Kansas would 
reach fully 80,000,000 bushels. At the 
same time, the new wheat there was 
pressing freely for sale. On the other 
hand, Russian and French crop ad- 
vices were less optimistic than here- 
tofore, and it wae said France would 
be importing late in the season to 
make up for the shortage expected. 
In this connection, attention was drawn 
to the fact that the Buropean visibie 
supply has decreased more than 14,- 
000,000 bushels in a month, ahd is 
néw only 10,000,000 bushels larger than 
a year ago. It was on the strength 
of the foreign news chiefly that the 
market opened at the highest figures 
of the day. The close was practically 
at the lowest point of the session, and 
weak at that. September ranged from 
$1.06% to $1.08, finishing 2 to 2% cents 
down at $1.05%. 

A better outlook for forage crops 

in North Dakota was an influence in 
weakening corn. September fiuctuated 
between 60%c and 61%c, closing at 
60%c. Cash business was interfered 
with by the strike on one of the east- 
ern roads, making the feeling weak. 
No. 2 yellow closed at 64 cents. Country 
hedging and local speculative’ sales 
were elements in the bearishness of 
oats. The September option varied 
from 39 to 39% cents and closed \% 
cent off at 39% cents. 
Selling of provisions was based on 
the free run of hogs. Distributers’ de- 
mand was said to be poor. At the 
wind-up, pork was 17% to 26 cents 
net lower; lard 7% to 12% @15 cents, and 
ribs 10 to 12% cents.

When He Landed From 
Yacht at Eastport, Maine. 


President Pleased That He Has 
Stood on Four Corners of the; 
United States--Makes Speech 

‘and Urges Closer Commercial 
Relations With Canada.

Eastport, Maine, July 19.— Beginning 
his ten days’ stay in Maine, President 
Taft reached the northeast corner of 
the United States today. It was the 
first time a chief magistrate of the 
United States has visited this section 
of the state, and for Mr. Taft it com- 
pleted travels to the four corners of 
the country. 

He has not been to Key West as 
president, but he said today that his 
tour of the country always impressed 
him with the homogenity of the peo- 
ple, their aims, ambitions and their 
ideal of the true American citizenship 
being everywhere the same. Mr. Taft 
and members of his party are sleeping 
tonight aboard the the yacht May- 
flower in the harbor. She will sail at 
9 o’clock tomorrow for Bar Harbor, 
arriving there at 3 in the afternoon 
for a three days’ stay. 

The president spent an hour and a 
half aghore this afternoon, and after 
an automobile trip to points of inter- 
est on Moose island, made a ten min- 
utes’ speech in front of the Peavy li- 
brary. Everybody in Eastport was 
hear, and some had 


mobiles. 
That Early Maine Election. 
Taft did not touch on politics. 
He did say, however, that he did not 
see just "why Maine should have her 
elections two months earlier than most 
of the other states of the union. The 
election here is to be held this year 
on September 12, and the republican 
leaders, who have a hard campaign on 
hand, are hopeful that Mr. Taft's pres- 
ence in the state and his speeches here | 
and at Bangor and at Rockland, and ; 
possibly Bar Harbor, may have a good | 
moral effect. 

In his talk, the president expressed | 
a new hope that closer commercial re- 


lations with Canada may be establish- ; 


ed during the next twelve months, and 
the statement was greeted with re- 
sounding cheers. Many Canadians in 
the audience joined heartily in the 
demonstration. 

In order to reach Eastport the May- 
flower had to thread her way through 
Canadian waters. She is anchored just 
on the east side of the line. The morn- 
ing was thick and foggy, and the May- 
flower lay well off shore until noon, 
when she started in. 

Major Garnett escorted the presif- 
dent on his sightseeing tour of the 
island. Mr. Taft expressed particular 
interest in the sardine industry, which 
is centered here, and he was presented 
with a case of especially prepared tins 
of the fish. 

Mrs. Taft and several of her travel- 
ing companions visited the Canadian 
island Campobello this afternoon. 


How to Understand Country. 


In his speech, the president, after 
Stating that the proper way to under- 
stand the country is to go to the four 
corners and the places between, said: 

“Now, | have been at Seattle, San 
Diego, to the southernmost point of 
Florida and now at Eastport. and 3 
have found the same people, the same 
patriotic spirit, the same progressive 
civilization at each of these four points 
and also between them. When a man 


has had that privilege he may be said? 


to understand the American nation. It 
is true that they talk a little more 
through their noses in this part of the 
country than they do farther south, but 
the style of a woman’s bonnet is just 
the same here as it is way down tn 
San Diego. 

“IT hope that in this audience I am 
addressing there are some Canadians.
